WILL BE NO SYMPATHETIC STRIKE. 


National Labor Officials Will Assist 
the Miners with Money and 
Organizers Only. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 9.—[Special.]—The 
meeting of National Labor officials in this 
city tonight decided to take up the war of 
the miners in West Virginia. All the prom- 
ment labor organizations in the country 
will be asked to send organizers, officers, 
and money into the Pocahontas and New 
River districts in that State, and use every 
effort to bring out the 3,000 men now work- 
ing there. These men broke the strike of 


1804, and the miners’ officials are determined 


that they will not break this contest. 

The above is thé meat of the meeting, but

“TI have not been to the national head- 
quarters since 10 o’clock on Thursday even- 
ing, dnd have learned nothing officially since 
that time with the éxception of the following 
telegram received from Secretary W. C. 
Pierce: All the miners at Pana, III., have 
suspended today, and the entire State will 
be out by Monday.’ Some difficulty is being 
experienced in sections of Illinois, West Vir- 
ginia, and other portions of the South, 
owing to the lack of organization and lead- 
ership, but as our suspension continues 
those miners, even though disorganized, 
have concluded that we are in it to win, and 
its increasing proportions is evidence strong 
and convincing. 

“The confiscation of coal by various rail- 
roads demonstrates the condition of the 
market. The small supply mined tn West 
Virginia and other local points is by no 
means equal to the demand. You cannot 
express in language too strong my belief in 
ultimate victory. Provision will be made 
within a day or two which will add to our 
numbers largely and still further curtail 
the supply.

EXCITING RACE BETWEEN BIG LINERS 


All-Day Struggle of the Campania to 
Overtake the St. Louis Without 
Success, 


New York, July 9.—[Special.]}—Cheers 
burst from the throats of the saloon voya- 
gers on the forward promenade deck of the 
ocean liner St. Louis as it swept past the 
Sandy Hook lightship at 7:08 o’clock tonight 
a winner in a race of 212 miles with its great 
rival, the Campania. Hats were thrown in 
the air by the voyagers on the St. Louis, who 
fairly danced in their glee at the outcome of 
the brief contest, while the deep whistle of 
the liner sent a note of defiance to the im- 
mense black-hulled vessel astern. 

It was a great race, as even the Cam- 
pania’s voyagers admitted, and though in 
point of time the Campania made the quicker 
voyage, the St. Louis made Fire Island first, 
crossing the bar ahead of its rival at 9:15 
tonight. The passengers from the St. Louis 
landed at the Aemrican line pier fully 
forty-five minutes ahead of those on the 
‘Cunarder. 

It was at 8:30 a. m. today that the Cam- 
pania was first seen from the deck of the St. 
Louis. The latter was then 212 miles east of 
Sandy Hook and the Campania was seven 
miles astern. It was quickly evident to 
those on the St. Louis that it had been seen 
by the Campania’s officers, for dense vol- 
umes of smoke began to pour from the 
Cunarder’s funnels, and the great feather of 
spray spurting from each of its sharp bows 
soon became a frothy billow. The Cam- 
pania was putting on speed. Would the St. 
Louis allow herself to be overtaken? the 
passengers wondered. They were soon 
answered, for the great double screws of the 
St. Louis increased in six minutes from 
eighty-five to ninety-two revolutions a min- 
ute and its engines began to develop twenty 
and then twenty-one knots an hour. 

The St. Louis’ forced draft kept the 
vessel at an average of 20% knots for the 
entire 212 miles. The day was clear and the 
_decks of both vessels were crowded as they 
strove to beat each other into port. Slowly 
the Cunarder—with her more powerful en- 
gines—crept up on the St. Louis, and when 
the latter reached Fire Island at 3:35 p. m. 
the Cunarder was only three miles astern, a 
gain of four miles in little more than seven 
hours. 

On the home stretch to Sandy Hook light- 
ship the St. Louis again increased its speed 
to twenty-one knots, and in exectly one 
hour and thirty minutes it had the lightship 
abeam with the Campania still two miles 
astern. 

The St. Louis had covered 3,114 miles from 
the Needles (the lightship) in six days, ten 
hours, and thirty-seven minutes, an aver- 
age for the trip of 20.14 knots. 

The Campania’s time from Daunt's Rock 
was five days, fifteen hours, and sixteen 
minutes.

The promoters 
of the scheme believe the strike will last 
long enough to force the price of Eastern 
coal up to the highest possible notch where 
2 may be expected to compete with anthra- 
cite. 
The great strike of 1894 taught the owners 
of steam plants in this city a severe lesson, 
by which, if the present strike grows more 
serious, they are prepared to benefit. Then 
comparatively few piants were equipped 
with appliances for burning oil. Now most 
of the larger manufacturing plants can 
change over to that fuel without much loss 
of time, 

O11 Equipment of Plants. 

Among those in the list are many of the 
packing houses at the Stock-Yards, the gas 
companies, the Chicago Edison company, 
the Illinois Steel company, and other plants 
at South Chicago, many of the foundries, 
and many manufactories of special articles. 
In this list the general public is most in- 
terested in the lighting companies—the gas 
and the Edison companies—and it is stated 
there is no probability of their service fail- 
ing for lack of fuel. Of the city’s pumping 
plants the Fourteenth street station alone 
is equipped for fuel oil, but City Engineer 
Ericson said yesterday if coal failed the 
other stations could be provided with suita- 
ble appliances in a few days. 

The North and West Side railway com- 
pany’s power houses have burned oil for 
several months. The South Side company 
could make necessary changes if out of coal. 

Supplies for Lake Steamers. 

While the strike of the coal miners is 
seriously restricting the fuel supplies of 
lake steamers, Chicago harbor is exceéding- 
ly well situated in regard to supplies for 
its boats. The btsiness of fueling steamers 
and tugs is controlled by the O. S. Richard- 
son company, which has several docks along 
the river.

There was a lively discussion at the meet- 
ing of the department of school administra- 
tion upon the question of the Selection of 
School Boards.“ There is a great amount 
of local interest in this question. The sen- 
timent was decidedly in favor of boards ap- 
pointed without reference to ward boun- 
daries or to political parties. The discus- 
sion was after a paper by T. H. Watkins of 
Louisville, who summed up all the argu- 
ments. 

He said in part: 

“From statistics and answers and in- 
quiries it appears that the tendency of the 
times is towards a board with smaller mem- 
bership and longer terms. Three years is 
the popular term, and if one-third of the 
board be subject to change each year nine 
will ultimately prevail as the model number 
of members.

Department of Physical Training. 
At the meeting of the physical training de- 
partment the interesting portion of the pro- 
gram was a symposium of six-minute 
speeches, showing how physical training is 
conducted in the various cities of thé coun- 


try. 

Jessie H. Bancroft, director of physical 
training in the Brooklyn, N. T., public 
schools, said: 

One great problem in school gymnastics 
is to reduce to a minimum the mental side 
of the work. To eliminate it entirely and 
use automatic work is to fail of the postural 
correction so greatly needed; for the child’s 
distorted or imperfectly developed muscular 
sense can only be trained through conscious 
attention. We reduce this necessary mental 
work, however, to its simplest elements, 
using, in physiological language, simple in- 
stead of complex reaction. In short, we try 
to realize that physical training is a thor- 
oughly pedagogical subject, as definitely 
fitted to cultivate physiological powers, and 
as amenable to the laws of pedagogy as 
any other subject in the school curriculum.“ 

Miss N. D. Kimberlin, supervisor of phys- 
ical training, Detroit, Mich., gave an outline 
of the work as carried on under her super- 
vision in the Detroit schools. Great atten- 
tion was paid, the speaker said, to the stand- 
ing and sitting positions of pupils. Outdoor 
games are encouraged and free gymnastics 
are introduced in every grade. 

An important feature of the work done by 
Miss Kimberlin is the attention given chil- 
dren with physical defects. These children 
are given only such exercises as they can

DEATH OF CONSUL EDWARD L. BAKER. 


Was Representative of the United 
States at Buenos Ayres for 
Twenty-three Years. 


Washington, D. C., July 9.—Minister Bu- 
chanan has cabled the State department 
that United States Consul Edward L. Baker 
Ayres, Argentine Confederation, 
who has been very ill for some time, 
there yesterday. 


The following telegram from the State de- 
partment in Washington bringing intelli- 
gence of the death of Edward L. Baker, 
United States Consul at Buenos Ayres, Ar- 
gentine Cow deration, was received by Mrs. 
Baker at 2230 Wabash avenue yesterday 
morning:

Mr. Baker, who had been United States 
Consul at Buenos Ayres for the last twenty- 
three years, was a native of Kaskaskia, III., 
where he was born in 1829, being the son of 
David Jewett Baker, an early lawyer of II- 
nols, and for a time United States Senator 
by appointment of Governor Ninian Bad- 
wards. He was educated at Shurtleff Col- 
lege, graduating there in 1847, afterwards 
studied law and was admitted to the bar, but 
in 1852 entered upon newspaper work as the 
editor of the Alton Telegraph, later remov- 
ing to Springfield, where in 1855, in conjunc- 
tion with Major W. H. Bailhache, now of 
San Diego, Cal., he became proprietor of the 
Illinois State Journal. For some years after 
the war he served as Assessor of Internal 
Revenue for the Springfield district, but in 


Grant the appointment of United States 
Consul at Buenos Ayres, entering upon his 
duties early in the following year. This 
sition he filled continuously until his 
eath, being at that time the oldest Consul 
in continuous service representing this gov- 
ernment in any foreign country. His reports 
have always been noteworthy for their com- 
prehensive business quality. 

On Sunday evening, June 20, Mr. Baker, 
while attempting to board a railroad train 
at Buenos Ayres, fell under a moving car, 
receiving injuries which compelled the am- 
putation of his right arm. For nearly two 
weeks the news received from him through 
the State department and from his son, 
Willis, who was with him at Buenos Ayres, 
was of an encouraging character, indicating 
an early convalescence. On Monday last 
Mrs. Baker received intelligence by cable 
that fever had set in on Saturday previous, 
and from this time his fate seems to have 
been determined, presumably as the result 
of blood-poisoning. 7 

In the telegram above quoted the State 
department asks the wishes of Mrs. Baker 
as to the disposal of the remains. It is pre- 
sumed they will eventually be brought to 
Springfield and deposited in Oak Ridge Cem- 
etery. 

Mr. Baker leaves a widow, who was the 
daughter of the late N. W. Edwards of 
Springfield; a daughter, Miss Julia E. Baker, 
now with her mother in this city; and two 
sons, Edward Lewis and Willis E. The lat- 
ter has been for several years Consul at 
San Rosario, Argentine Confederation, and 
from the day after the accident was with 
his father up to his death. The other son, 
for a number of years Vice Consul at Buenos 
Ayres, is now at Lincoln, Neb. Mrs. Baker 
came North some two or three years aga, 
under the advice of physicians, for the bene- 
fit of her daughter’s health, and for the last 
few months has been hoping to meet her 
husband in this country, as he had been led 
to anticipate a transfer to some other field 
of consular duty nearer home. 


Andrew E. Smythe.

PARTURE FOR SPRINGFIELD. 


Two Trains Bear the 760 Members to 
the Place Where the Annual Schoo! 
for Field Instruction Is to Be Held— 


Turnouat—Few Delinquents — Com- 
plete Roster of Officers—Gatling Gun 
Battery and Music Special Features 


The “ gallant First went forth 760 
last night to attend its annual school uf field 
instruction at Springfield, and incidentally 
to immolate itself on Sol's fery altar. 

It is probable that it was the latter phase 
of the situation that was responsible for the 
non-appearance of several members of the 
regiment, whose whereabouts will be active- 
ly inquired into today by Captain Daniels 
and his provost guard.

Outside a large crowd eted the regiment 
and followed it down Michigan avenue as 
it marched to the inspiring strains of the 
Washington Post march, 

A new feature in the regimental work will 
be mounting the bugle corps on bicycles. 
There will also be mounted bicycle orderlies 
for the regimental staff, for each battalion 
staff, and one for each company. 

A new feature of the work in camp will 
also be a change in the character of tho 
rifle practice, which will be conducted un- 
der conditions of actual warfare, the tar- 
gets being silhouette figures of men stand- 
ing, kneeling, and lying down. 

The regiment will be absent eight days, 
returning next Saturday. Together with the 
Ninth Battalion it is the first of the State 
troops to go into camp. It is the twenty- 
first annual encampment for the First.

Being unable to furnish $1,500 
bail he was lodged in a cell at the County 
Jail to await hearing on July 12. 
Allege a Big Conspiracy. 

The detectives say they will expose a huge 
conspiracy which has existed among some 
of-the employés of the company. The ar- 
rests, it is intimated, will be on a wholesale 
scale, warrants having been taken out in 
various parts of the city. Persons who pur- 
chased the tires, it is said, will be arrested 
also on charges of receiving stolen property 
and the detectives expect to unearth a 
“fence " which was used by the thieves in 

‘disposing of most of the purloined goods. 

It is-not known that McMahon was the 
ringleader in the conspiracy, but he is the 
man, it is said, who removed the tires from 


the factory. This was an easy matter, as he 


was enabled as delivery driver to smuggle 
wagon loads of tires from the shop every 
day, and no suspicion fell upon him until 
detectives were detailed to watch him. 
Some time ago the company gave its em- 
ployés a day off and invoiced the stock, with 
the result that thousands of dollars’ worth 
of goods were found to be missing. The 
books would not balance and the company 
was ina quandary. A close watch was kept 


on the army of employés, but without re- 


sult. The goods continued to disappear, 
and on such a large scale that the detective 
firm was finally called in. 

Pick Out the Men, 5 

It soon became evident to the detectives 
that a conspiracy was in existence among 
a number of the workmen, and after near- 
lv a month’s work the suspected ones were 
picked out and warrants issued for their 
arrest at the request of Mr. Morgan, who 
swore out the writs himself. 

McMahon was rather surprised when a 
man dressed in overalls, his face covered 
with grease, and having the appearance 
of a regular shop hand, touched him on the 
shoulder and said to him: My name is 
Sutherland, and you are under arrest.“ 

McMahon was turned over to Constable 
— McDonald and taken to the County 
ail. 

At t the company is unable to say 
just what the loss is, but during the entire 
summer thousands of dollars’ worth of 
goods have been stolen from the factory 
and disposed of.

| HAWAIIANS RESENT JAPAN'S CLAIMS.

It Is Denied That the Oriental Nation 
Has Any Vital or Special Interest 
in the Islands. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 9.—Advices by 
steamer City of Peking, just arrived from 
the Orient, are: 

The Japanese Times devotes a long article 
to a discussion of the annexation situation, 
over which the entire Japanese press is 
greatly wrought up. The premise of the 
argument in this paper, as reprinted by the 
Hawalian Star, is that Japan has no terri- 
torial interest in the Hawallan Islands. 
Speaking of the annexation treaty, it says: 

“ Whatever may have been the cause, it 
is to be deeply regretted that the step has 
been taken without consulting the views of 
Japan, which is, next to America, most 
vitally interested in the status of the 
Hawalian Islands.” 

This, the Hawaiian Star considers, Is ar- 
rogance with a vengeance,” and says: We 
have employed Japanese as laborers, but 
that does not give Japan any vital interest 
in the islands. This is a country of Anglo- 
Saxon civilization, aot of Asiatic. Its laws, 
its religion, its tone of thought are Anglo- 
Saxon. Its affinities are with the United 


I States, and one fails to see what vital in- 


terests Japan has here.“ 

The steamer City of Peking, just arrived, 
was a day behind her regular time. Captain 
Smith explained the delay by saying the 
vessel was detained at Honolulu on a re- 
quest from the officers of the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment, who asked that the steamer re- 
main in the harbor there until the Mariposa 
from San Francisco should arrive, on which 
the Hawalians hoped to hear that the an- 
nexation treaty had been ratified by the 
United States Senate and that they could 
call themselves Americans. The leaders of 
the annexation party had purchased all the 
firecrackers on the islands in anticipation of 
news favorable to their way of managing 
the islands, and they were preparing for 4 
big celebration, but the news to fully suit 
them did not come and the celebration was 
declared off. The Hawaiians intended by 
holding the steamer to be able to send con- 
gratulatory messages on the Peking to their 
new kinsmen on this shore of the Pactiic.

MAKES IT A CRIME TO WEAR FEATHERS 


Old Blue Laws Revived in Massachu- 
setts to Protect the * 
Birds, 


Boston, Mass., July 9.—[Special.]—"‘ There 
are more criminals walking the streets of 
Boston dressed in stylish clothes than there 
are in all the prisons of Massachusetts.“ 

That is the statement made by an eminent 


of an act which was passed by the recent 
Legislature in its closing days and approved 
by the Governor upon June 11. According 
to this statute it is an offense against the 
laws of the State to wear for purposes of 
dress or ornament, or to sell, or have in the 
possession the bodies or feathers of any of 
the birds which are commonly used by milli- 
ners in the adornment of ladies’ hats. 

The existence of the law is hardly yet 
known, and it was passed by the Legislature 
in the rush of the final week's business, but 
it is a resurrection of the old blue laws and a 
prohibition of the prevalent practice of 
wearing birds’ feathers for ornamental pur- 


poses. 

And what is more, Police Commissioner 
Martin says that the law will probably be 
enforced. 

The confusion which this law will create, 
if enforced, will be very great. The whole- 
sale milliners who deal in feathers almost 
entirely are in high dudgeon and say that it 
is possible for the authorities to ruin their 
business at any moment.

This 
widely heralded book, for which the Harpers 
paid $50,000, absolutely fails to hold the 
reader's interest. The work into which Du 
Maurier wove much of his own autobio- 
graphy, barely finishing it before his-un- 
timely death, lacks almost all trace of the 


Spell and charm of the much less pretentious 


Trilby.” C'est tout-a-fait déchirant.. 

As for the style of the work, anyone who 
has read Trilby “ knows it already—the su- 
perabundant French, the simple informality 
and the good-humored discursiveness, the 
descriptions of studio life in the Latin quar- 
ter of Paris—all are here. And the author's 


constant and unbounded praise for Barty 
_ Josselin also reminds one of the praise for 


Trilby. Yet the one vital spark, the sym- 
pathetic human interest that is needed to 
Vivify the whole structure, is lacking. It is 
as if the author had patiently reared a mag- 
rilficent pyre without having a match to 
light it. 

The failure to be sympathetically interest- 
ed in Barty and his mysterious guardian 
Spirit, Martia, may be traced to two causes, 
either one of which would be sufficient to de- 
bar the book from gregtness. One is the 
stretching of the supernatural beyond the 
bounds of even the most willing credulity. 
The other is the utter lack of coherence or 
plot in the story. For it is a misnomer to 
call the book a novel. It is a fictitious biog- 
raphy, in which the episodes and events from 


beginning to end have no sequence or dram- 


atic bearing upon each other. It is’ a book 
of anecdotes and reminiscences strung on a 
strand of cobweb—or on a ray of moonshine. 


„Ihe materials are chips from the work- 


shop of a master, but chips, and dry ones, 


they are, for all that. With two such han- 


dicaps no one except one of Du Maurier's 
miractous incarnations from Mars could 


make a successful novel. 


Yet with all its indisputable dullness as a 
whole, it must be said that The Martian 


_ eould never be mistaken for the work ofa 
geeond-rate author. There are innumerable 
bright touches that provoke admiring smiles, 


and there is a boldness of originality in the 
general conception of the book that de- 
mands respect even while failing to hold 


The first chapter is the best. The charac- 


ter sketch of Barty Josselin as a pupil in a 


private French school is quite delightful, and 
some of the incidents have the ring of gen- 
ulne humor. For instance, the episode dur- 
ing the hour of Barty’s introduction into the 
school, when the big Bonzig solemnly asks 
the new pupil what he is reading behind his 
desk cover. 

‘Are you dumb, Josselin? Can't you speak? 

Josselin tried to speak, but uttered no sound 

“ Josselin, come here—opposite me.” 

Josselin came and stood opposite M. Bonzig 
and made a nice little bow. 

What have you got in your mouth, Josselin— 


chocolate, barley, sugar, caoutchouc, or an India 


rubber ball?“ 
Jossslin shrugged his shoulders and looked 


pensive, but spoke never a word. 


Open quick the mouth, Josselin.“ 

And M. Bonzig, leanjng over the table, deftly 
put his thumb and forefinger between the boy's 
lips and dréw forth slowly a large white pocket 
handkerchief, seemed never to end, and 
threw it on the floor with sol . 

The whole schoolroom “was” with 
laughter. 

** Josselin—leave the room—you will be severe- 
ly punished, as you deserve—you are a vulgar 


| buffoon—a jocrisse—a poltoquet, a mountebank!

Go, petit 

The polisson picked up his pocket handkerchief 
and went—quite quietly, with simple manly 
grace; and that’s the first I ever saw of Barty 
Josselin—and it was some fifty years ago. 

With many such incidents the author has 
deftly sketched a charming likeness of a 
handsome and merry boy. Unfortunately he 


nas loaded even this part of his story with 


weartsome déscriptions of French school 
usages half a century ago, and with minute 
word portraits of every insignificant char- 
acter that crosses the scene. There is a 


. prettg incident in which Barty seizes the 


guitar of a poor beggar woman, leaps upon 
a stool, and sings so marvelously that, Brit- 
ish though he is, he wrings tears and gold 
coins from the French street crowds, and 
sends the woman away rejoicing. Tagged 
on to the end of this is a minute description 
ot how Barty was dressed, It spoils a quar- 
ter of a page to give the list of his dry goods, 
while on the opposite page the whole matter 
is caught at a glance when put into one of 
the author's fine illustrations. 

‘Does it not seem-curious that even an ex- 
cellent artist like Du Maurier should be un- 
aware how worse than useless is such an 
itemized laundry list in the course of a story 
—especially when it is duplicated in the only 
proper medium for such matters—the Illus- 
tration? Yet here seems to lie the secret of 
aurier 
Was apparently unable to distinguish be- 
tween what was interesting to himself and 
what would interest the public. He has lov- 


*ingly transcribed a-thousand of his own per- 
„sonal reminiscences of things and places, 


fairly cluttering the book with them, in 


A .blissful unconsciousness of their deadly dull- 


ness for the reader at large. 


While still at school Barty begins to show 
signs of his mysterious haunt.“ At times 


he can_unerringly feel the north,“ no mat- 
‘ter hoW blindfolded or digzy he may be. His 


senses are all phenomenally acute. He has 
a strong repugnance for flesh or for killing 
anything.. When, later, he becomes a sol- 
dier and somewhat of a rake, these traits 


lea ve him for a time, but they return with 


redoubled power after he becomes an artist, 
and especially after he loses the sight of one 
eye. In time it transpires that his body ts 
inhabited by the soul of a peripatetic lady 
from Mars, and there is a period when she 
makes him trouble by choosing a wife that 
Barty does not want. There are humorous 
or dramatic possibilities in this situation, 
but they. are neglected by the author. 

The account of the terror and suffering of 
Rarty at the loss of his eye is undoubtedly 
drawn quite closely from Du Maurier’s own 
experience. It is an interesting record of the 
sensations of such a.calamity, and yet Kip- 
ling, who never lost the sight of an eye, has 
described it with far greater power in“ The 
Light That Failed.” The following bit of 
philosophy shows how Du Maurier bravely 
tried to carry off his own burden with a 
cheerful face: 

And thus Barty lived under the shadow of the 
gword of Damocies for many months, on and off, 
for years—indeed, as long as he lived at all. It 
is good discipline, It rids one of much guperfiuous 
gelf-complacency and puts a wholesome check 
on our keeping too good a conceit of ourselves; 
it prevents us from caring too meanly about mean 
things—too keenly about our own infinitesimal 
personalities. There are many such weapons 
dangling over the heads of us poor mortals by 
just a hair, And we learn to know in time that 
when the hair gives way and the big thing falls 
the blow is not half as bad as the fright had 
been, even if it kills us. 


It was dread of coming blindness that led 


Barty to determine ypon suicide, and it was 
during a temporary unconsciousness just 
after he had mixed the poison that Martia, 
his familiar; discovered a way to communi- 
cate with him. After that Barty talked 
aloud to the spirit inside of him, and the 
Martian lady wrote letters to him with his 


‘own hand while he was in a trance. In time 


che came to dictate the materials for some 
great books, and in the end Barty Josselin 
is supposed to be an author-otf worldwide 


and matchless fame. 


. The love story in the book Is as insignif 
In fact, 
whole volume is written avowedly in th 
prosy style of a smug British M. P. who is 
supposed to be writing Barty’s biography 
for friendship’s sake: Du Maurier has gone 
out of his way at times to affect the snuffy 
and stodgy loquaciousness of that dull sort 
of character. In the verisimilitude of this 
= he has succeeded only too atrociously 
well. 


But for Barty one has Httle use after he | 


takes to theoscphy and night trances. And 
for Martia one does not care the twinkle of 
a little star. No, not when she tells what 
fine furry folk Mars is peopled with, and 
how at death she came to slide down a sun- 
beam toward the sun, and to be sidetracked 
by a meteorite and carried to our planet. 
Nor when she tells how many people she 
inhabited here before deciding to be in- 
carnated again and die and go back to Mara 
or the sun by the regular route. Nor when 
she bids good-hy to Barty and tells. him she 
is going to be incarnated in his next child. 
Nor when the child, Marty, grows up to be 
12 years old, and then meets with an acci- 
dent that has no logical raison d’étre. Nor 
when Marty and Barty die almost simul- 
taneously on the last page. No; we abso- 
lutely refuse to wast® any sympathy over 


the superhuman individual from Mars, who 


could close her eyes and merely put an ob- 
ject. against the pit of her stomach in order 


-to know all about it, outside and in. She 
is too high for mortal interest.

Strong Historical Novel. 
The Gadfly. By E. L. Voynich. Henry 
Holt & Co. 
. story of great force and originality, 
d &timed to attract much attention, if not to 
attain great popularity, has been written 
by E. L. Voynich under the significant and 
somewhat striking title of The Gadfly.” 
It deals with a time and place made rather 
familiar by Marion Crawford's novels, the 
entire action taking place in Italy between 
the years 1845 and 1852, just as Pope Pius 
IX. had given the states of the church their 
first hope of freedom while the “ Young 
Italy“ movement was making itself a 
power. Indeed, the entire plot is founded 
on abundant matters of history, the story 


of Garibaldi being skillfully used to eke out - 


the doings of the hero. . 
And if an interesting time and place have 


deen chosen as a frame for the picture, it 


may here be said that the picture itself is 
a forceful and permanent one, dependent 
upon nothing less profound that the holiest 
emotions of which the human heart is capa- 
ble. 

Arthur Burton is the son of an Italian 
mother who has been married to an Eng- 
lishman resident in Pisa. He is a most af- 
fectionate little fellow, who fixes his best 
love upon Father Montanelli, his confessor, 
as he nears an orphaned manhood. His 
uncle’s people, with whom he stays, have 
nothing in common with him and no love 
is lost between them. But the priest and a 
little English girl, Jennifer Warren, known 
throughout as Gemma,“ from the name 
given her by the Italians, hold a place very 
near his heart. Being young and ardent, 
Arthur enlists his sympathies and somc- 
thing more in the cause of Italian liberty, 
only to be arrested and, as the sequel shows, 
basely betrayed. While he is yet stinging 
with the knowledge that a priest had dis- 
closed the secrets of the confessional in 
order to furnish political evidence against 
him and his comrades, fust as he is released 
from the prison where he has been punished 
beyond his deserts and strength he meets 
Gemma and is accused by her of belng a 
traitor. He is unable to deny the accusa- 
tion, for it was his confession to the wickod 
priest which had wrought the mischief, and 
she strikes and leaves him. He stumbles to 
his uncle’s home, and there, even as he has 
determined upon suicide, he is confronted 
by his hateful aunt with the proof that 
Father Montanelli was his real father. 

It would be unfair to both author and 
reader to go farther into the piqt. Enough 
has been sald to indicate that the rest of the 
book is given up to the struggle between the 
hatred for a religion which has so betrayed 
him on the part of Arthur, who returned tu 
Italy after some miserable years abroad 
to. become the Gadfly’ to the oppressors 
of-his native land and the remorse of both 
Father Montanelli and Gemma, who be- 
lieved him dead until almost the last. The 
conflict between natural affection and the 
dictates of revealed religion, the argument 
by which they are brought into direct oppo- 
sition to one another, and the differentia- | 
tion of man’s from woman's love, though the 
man be a father, are marvelously well told, 
the scene at the feast of Corpus Christi 
being especially well done, with the inter- 
weaving into the narrative of the ancient 
monkish hymns of the church. 

The tale everywhere displays a knowledge 
of the inner workings of the conspiracy 
which gave Italy unity and a place among 
nations, which is jiistorically accurate and 
only less entertaining than the soul tragedy. 


which forms the main interest. 


A Literary Pinwheel. 
Fierceheart the Soldier. By J. C. Snaith. 
D. Appleton & Co. 

There are not many characters in Mr. 


Snaith's book, and they do not do much of 


anything. Major General Sir James Seton 
is an old soldier. He has only one son, 
Thomas. When the young Pretender broke 
loose in 1745 Thomas joined him, and there- 
by in the old man's opinion became a traitor. 
The father, being a Lucius Junius Brutus 
sort of a fellow, tried to shoot his son, and 
also to deliver him up to the authorities. 
But after much unnecessary weeping and 


walling Thomas and his handsome cousin 


Molly steal away to France and matrimony, 


and leave the unpleasant old father playing 


chess with a swearing parson. 

But the simplicity of the plot is more than 
offset by the violence, the ferocity of the 
language employed in describing the emo- 
tions of the characters. For instance, it is 
told at the beginning of the book how 
Thomas went to London and was too inti- 
mate with actresses. Molly found this out 
and treated him with icy scorn. This is the 
way he took it: 

But no evading the mocking lip-curl and 
hard laugh with the rasp that — from — 
hades of anger and cut into him with the deep, 
strong bite of steel. He lived in a tingle; the 
cushions of home were a thorn. Only a wet eye- 
lash of mercy and he had been down at her feet 
in his scarlet shame, wallowing in bis own un- 
worthiness. But no, he was dirt. 

Why not say he felt his name was mud and 
have done with it? 

Major General Sir James Seton tried to 
teil his wife that their only son was a 
traitor, but he found it a hard job, as may 

wen hereby: 
in he assured himself solemnly it must be 
again he lacked fortitude—the skulker to a 
ue of action. First, as has been said, he 
tried to fly at the throat of that demoralizing 
babble. In that attempt he was successful; he 
at once choked back its insidious stream. His 
eyes did that; they charged, fiend-like, straight 
out of their extending sockets [in English, 
“bugged cut ]. laying the cowed wife dumb and 
heart cold. O. what did he mean! There was 
the old look of fatality wrecking his face. 

This was not the only occasion in which 

Sir James’ eyes became unpleasantly promi- 


nent. When he learned of his son's mis- 


deeds: 

Hell ripped a curtain clean out of Fierceheart’s 
mind, leaving a loathsome void, beyond whose hor- 
rors the mind staggered to conceive. Groaning. 
multitudes of maimed and bloody possibilities 
were tied up in the torture chamber that vanished 
curtain had revealed. He could no mere enumer- 
ate and classity those limb-wrenched and fesh- 
flayed victims than he could make an inventory 
of the stars. It was the purple life stream re- 
leased from these veins of the mutilated creatures 
flowing into a I the chamber floor. His 
eyeballs strove to from their sockets while 
he gazed. 

Now there is no excuse for this. The 
“crime of 1873 does not hold a candle to 
the iniquity of the man who will put on the 
title page of a book a romance of 1745,” 
conjuring up pleasing thoughts of Jacobites, 
lovely Highland lassies and wild adventures 
on mountain and on moor, and who will then 
fill that book with such evidences of im- 
proper intercourse with the English lan- 
guage as the sentences quoted above. It is 


® 


wrong to write thus and to put that sort of 
thing in type. 

Mr. Snaith’s style seems to be a sort of 
illegitimate and degenerate descendant of 
that of George Meredith. The genuine ar- 
ticle is not always pleasing. A labored imi- 
tation with none of the occasional felicities 
of the original is terrible. It is worse than 
one of Bryan's paroxysmal speeches,

This book falls in line with the revived 
study of American colonial life. The Puri- 
tan characteristics and the Puritan life of 
New England of about two centuries ago have 
been, it is pretty safe to say, immortalized 
in the famous diary of that highly typical 
New-Englander, Samuel Sewall; a diary 
which he continued for fifty-five years, and 
in which he recorded h such a charming 
abandon of frankness his thoughts and oN

daily incidents of his life. His own perso) 
ality is abundantly interesting, and h 
wealth and social and official position 
brought him into close relations with the 
whole life of his time. 

The noted sincerity of his Puritan pietism 
is unquestioned, and must always command 
respect. At the same time he appears al- 
ways as a thoroughly wholesome, robust, 
and manly sort of man. Though he fasted 
often and devoutly, and thought it proper 
to make every matter of daily life an occa- 
sion for prayer, he had as honest a relish 
for good living as anyone. The historic anti- 
quarian of a thousand years from now who 
shall come across this diary of Sam Sewall 


will be sure to pore over it with enormous 


interest and instructiveness, so completely 
will it transport him back to the Puritan 
New England of the second and third gener- 
ations after the founding of the colony 

Only a comparatively small portion.of this 
diary is included in this book; enougirde fur- 
nish:a kind of running text for the author's 
exploration of the peculiar life and time 
under review. Mr. Chamberlain, though 
himself not a Puritan, and not always be- 
yond criticism in point of style, has per- 
formed his task with excellent fairness, 
skill, and good taste.

After Her Death. By the author of The 

World Beautiful.“ Roberts Brothers. 

This latest work by Miss Whiting has 
many remarkable features. It is largely 
autobiographical, being a record of the au- 
thor’s experiences since the death of Kate 
Field, Miss Whiting's most intimate friend. 
The author was on her first trip to Europe 
and was full of the most pleasant anticipa- 


tions. Just before landing at Liverpoc! she 


had an experience whieh she herself records 
as “‘a crisis hour in life.” It is thus de- 
scribed: 

I had been asleep for some hours, when sud- 
denly, as if by an electric shock, I found myself 
standing on the floor of my stateroom, with the 
quiver of a current of electricity pervading me 
from head to feet as if I grasped a strongly 
charged electric battery. I turned on the electric 
light and looked at my watch. It was nearly 4 
in the morning. The words I had just heard—not 
with the outer ear, but with some inner sense— 
vibrated in the air. For I had seemed to see 
standing, I knew not where, three forms, which, 
by the same inexplicable inner sense, I knew were 
in the ethereal, not the natural, world. I seemed, 
too, to know that one of these had but just entered 
that world, and I heard her say in tones of 
mingled joy, amazement, incredulity, and tri- 
umph, Is this all? It is all over.“ 

Two weeks later a telegram announced 
Miss Field's death on the very morning of 
the vision. 

There were subsequent manifestations no 
less remarkable than the onerecorded. The 
author writes of them with proper reserve 
and true delicacy. She has also thought 


‘much about them and has made some in- 


vestigations, all of which have convinced 
her that the time is not far distant when 
there will be communications between the 
worlds of sight and spirit. ‘‘ The ethereal 
world,“ she contends, was open to Jesus 
because he lived the life of spirituality.

If any one desires a thorough understand- 
ing of the Weismann theories of heredity

as they appear to a critic competent in 
every way to judge them he should read 
Mr. Mitchell's translation of Dr. Oscar 
Hertwig’s ‘‘ Praeformation oder Epigen- 
esis. The book is one that will require 
close attention in its perusal, but, notwith- 
standing the fact that the translator has 
evidently closely followed his text and has 
left many traces of the origina] German in 
its English style, it is not by any means 
hard reading or dull to any one who aas an 
interest in its subject. Weismann’s doc- 
trine is shown to be what it is, an ingenious 
and elaborate theory, but. purely a theory 
and not corrésponding with actual facts, a 
truth early recognized in pathology, but 
one that seems to have been less really 
accepted by many biological investigators. 


Whether Professor Hertwig’s own celebrat- | 


ed theory of epigenesis is to be accepted 
in full is another matter. It has the ad- 
vantage at least of being less rigid and 
complete and more open to possible varia- 
tions. He does not state it too dogmatically. 
but recognizes the difficulties in any ex- 
planations of development. It is a rational 
procedure, probably, to admit with Profes- 
sor Willison in his recent work, The Cell 
in Development and Heredity,“ that no the- 
ofy is beyond criticism, and to confess our 
ignorance and inability to explain how any 
transmission of qualities actually takes 
place. 

The translator has done his work well 
and the spirit and style of the author ap- 
pear to be well preserved. A complete in- 
dex and glossary complete the volume, 
Horbid and Platitudinous.

trated with halftone reproductions of the young 
women students, their rooms, and some of their 
instructresses, all of which are rather more inter- 
esting than the stories themselves. The title 
page announces that the narratives were edited 
by a committee appointed by the Students’ asso- 
ciation of the college.“ Who composed this com- 
mittee is is impossible to ascertain, but they should 
go to the works of Dr. Samuel Warren to learn 
how entertaining medical tales may be made. 


It often happens that through the medium of 
an attractive and at the same time descrijtive 
title the manufacturer of tiresome and mediocre 
novels foists his wares upon an unsuspecting pub- 
lic, but A. E. W. Mason, in The Philanderers.“ 
(Macmillan), has exactly suited the title to the 
crime. Stephen Drake, the only person resting 
under the suspicion of being.the hero of the book, 
while serving as Captain of a British force in 
central Africa, conducts the military execution 
of a malefactor, who was, at one time, the 
fiancé of the heroine. Drake goes back to Eng- 
land and meets tho heroine. They love and are 
bethrothed, but during Drake's abrence his 
flancée marries another. Not very long after 
this she offers to elope with Drake, who, for no 
very clear reason, in view of all the circum- 
stances, declines the proffered happiness. Other 
characters are introduced, but they are all wood- 
en, lifeless, and unreal. 

The recent revival of interest in the minor 
verse of bygone centuries has borne fruit in 
another collection of English Lyric Poetry, 
1500-1700,“ made by Dr. Frederick Ives Carpenter 
of the University of Chicago. It is published by 
the Scribners. Dr. Carpenter writes an elaborate 
and learned introduction, in which he discusses 
the whole scope and development of lyric verse 
and reviews the chief writers of the period he 
has chosen. He has made the verse of the 
Elizabethan era a special study, and is widely 
known for his subtle work on ‘‘ Metaphor and 
Simile in the Elizabethan Drama. Dr. C nter 
has a high appreciation for the beauties of 
verse, and his volume should do much toward 
stimulating an interest in the older song writ- 
ers. His selections show a wide range, but his 
favorites seem to be Herrick, Shaksveare, Mil- 
ton, Thomas Campion, William Drummond of 
Hawthornden, John Fletcher, Ben Jonson, John 
Donne, and Edmund Spenser, A host of others 
appear. The compiler has gleaned the best 
verse, however obscure the authors, from the 
whole two centuries.

NEWS OF CONSOLIDATION HAS LIT- 
TLE INFLUENCE ON 


Effect Said to Have Been Discounted 


Some Time Ago—Field tm Chicago to 
Be Divided Among Four Companies 
—Belief the Universal Will Work 
in Harmony with the Trust—Colum- 
bia Construction Company Stock- 
holders Get Due Bilis. | 


Gas consolidation was the topic for gen- 
etal conversation between Chicago brokers 
The news of the 
consolidation soon to be effected failed to 
have any particular effect upon the stock, 
which opened at 93% and advanced to 94%, 
with 02% low and 93% to close. Sales of this 
stock were not heavy. The trading in Chi- 
cago Gas was done almost entirely through 


the New York brokerage houses, which have 


private wires. It was reported yesterday 
there was some selling by holders of stock in 
Chicago, ‘though this was more than offset 
by the buying. .Bonds were in demand also, 
Chicago Gaslight and Coke company selling 
at 102, the Consumers’ Gas, 58, at 101% with 
an opening quotation on Consumers’ at 99. 

The reason given for the failure of Chicago 
Gas to advance was that the effect of con- 
solldation had been discounted some time 
ago and that no further advance was due. 
There were a lot of people, however, who 
evidently believed the consolidation of the 
companies would prove a valuable move to 
the companies in question. This view was 
held by the people who were buying stock 
which they were holding for the advance, 
which they believed would follow the final 
passage and signing of the gas bill. 


Division of the Field. #3 


The gas field in Chicago will be divided 
among four companies when the Chicago 
Gas company is legally organized. The 
Chicago Gas company will be the largest of 
the four, with its combined stock and bond 
issue of $52,000,000. The next in point of 
importance is the Universal, with the Hyde 
Park third, and the Ogden fourth. 

Thé Universal, 
ia harmony with the Chicago gas trust. 
Nothing official has been given out, but it is 
generally believed the Universal has made 
a contract with its big rival to take the 
entire output of the Universal plant at a 
price which will give a good profit to the 
holders of stock in that company. While

Regarding Bank Consolidation. 


There are no new developments in the re- 
ported consolidation of local banks. The 


negotiations of the consolidation of the Hide 


and Leather and the American Exchange 
have not gone beyond the preliminary stage. 
There are almost certain to be consolidations 
effected between the banks in Chicago. In 
New York, where the banking business has 
been more profitable than it has in Chicago 


during the last three years, some of the 


banks have already consolidated, and others 
are now in process of consolidation. Busi- 
ness in Chicago has been far from favorable 
since the panic of 1893, and there are but 
few of the banks that have made a profit out 
of the regular banking business. There is 
some little improvement in the situation at 
the present time over what has been the case 
in the past, but there are only a few of the 
banks who are able to maintain dividends 
at the old rates without cutting into the sur- 
plus or undivided profits. 

It is believed in the market here and in 
Eastern cities that there has been a good 
deal of selling of American stocks in Eu- 
‘ropean markets in anticipation of a de- 
cline. It was said yesterday by a prom- 
ment New York broker that Englishmen 
had sold short several thousand shares of 
“American rails,” as they are called in 
London, in the hope of buying them in ata 
profit. So far the efforts to depress the price 
of Amerftan stocks have been unavailing, 
and there has been some covering already at 


a considerable loss. The American rail- | 


roads are doing a prosperous business, and 
the prospects for earnings are better than 
they have been at any time during the last 
two or three years.

THE GROCERY LINE. 


Advance of from One-Sixteenth to One- 
Eighth of a Cent in Sugars, Which 
Are in Active Demand—Tariff Still 
Limited Factor—Status and Effect 
of the War Between the Arbuckles, 
and the Sugar Trust-—Produce sur- 
ply Better than the Demand, 


Sugar is active and tending higher. Dur- 
ing the week there has been an advance of 
%% and the demand continues unabated. 
There is also an active call for coffee, 
Sirups are firmer in view of a possible com- 
bination in glucose. These are the features 
in the market. Because of the activity in 
these staples the wholesalo trade is lively 
and the conditions all those of firmness. 

Tariff is still a factor to a certain extent. 
The compromise of the sugar schedule will, 
it is said, probably result in a reduction of 
the differential on refined sugar, and also 


in a reduction of rates on low-grade sugar. 


This would make the schedule rather better 
for the trust than the House schedule, but 
not so favorable as the Senate schedule.

NO PARDON FOR YOUNGER BROTHERS. 


One Member of tife Board Expresses 
Himself Against the Extension 
of Clemency. 


St. Paul, Minn., July 9.—[{Special.]—The |

Tue national conference of the Tom Wat- 
son’s People's party which was held at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., on Tuesday last adopted an 
address to the American people which a 
large majority of the latter will commend 
for its good sense.

THE GENERAL ELECTRIC WARFARE. 

Last Wednesday Henry Brandenburg 
began suit against several individuals to get 
8,500 shares of the stock of the General 
Eleetrie stroct railway which he alleges he 
has been chiseled out of. In the bill tiled 
by him he alleged that Lucius Clark, one of

Entered into negotiations with one John Powers, 
then a member of the City Council of Chicago, to 
secure the passage of said proposed ordinance;

informed your orator that he had arranged with 
said Powers to secure the passage of said ordi- 
nance for $260,000 for said Powers and certain of 
said Aldermen whose votes he controlled, and 
suggested to your orator that said sum could be 
raised. by sale of stocks and bonds and that your 
orator refused to consider said proposition or in 
any manner make of said ordinance what is known 
as a boodle measure. 


Clark replied to this Thursday by swear- 
ing out a warrant for the arrest of Bran- 
denburg on the charge of perjury. He 
Pon arres sted and gave bail to answer Mon- 

y. | 

As the case stands Brandenburg claims 
that he is a much-wronged man, who was 
deprived of his stock because he was so 
virtuous that he would not consent to the 
bribery of Aldermen. The men against. 
whom he brings suit assert that Branden- 
burg is a perjurer who is trying to get hold 
of stock to which he has no title. 

The wrangle over the ownership of some 
stock does not interest the people at all. 
They are not inclined to take sides between 
litigants who seem to be tarred with the 
same brush. Those Chicagoans who are 
familiar with the history of the General 
Hiectrie have no affection for any of the in- 
dividuals who have been connected with 
that concern. 

But when there is a prospect that the 
“merry war in which the promoters of 
the General Electric are engaged may throw 
some light on the manner in which its ordi- 
nances were put through the Council, then 
Chicagoans prick up their ears and begin 
listen with interest. 

They have always been of the opinion 
that the General Electric ordinances were 
not what boodle Aldermen contemptuously . 
call “ charity ” ordinances—that they were 
not passed as an act of kindness to a strug- 
gling corporation, but that most of those 
who voted for them were paid to do so. 

The people do not take it for granted 
that Brandenburg tells the truth about Al- 
derman Powers et al., nor do they take it 
for granted that he is the bad man others 
call him. They have suspended their judg- 
ment till they hear all the facts, Their 
hope is that in the heated strife which is to 
be carried on in both the civil and criminal 
courts some trustworthy information will 
slip out which will reveal to a curivus public 
how much it cost to get the General Electric 
ordinances through the Council, who paid 
the: money, and who got it. 

For Chicagoans, knowing the Aldermen 
as they do, cannot be induced to believe that 
the promoters of the General Electric got 
something for nothing. 4 


THE CURRENCY COMMISSION. 
President McKinley had made up his 
mind to send to Oongress this week a mes- 
sage calling its attention to the currency 
question and asking to be authorized to ap- 
point a commission to investigate the sub- 
ject of currency reform and report ext 
winter.

It was explained to the President 
that an agreement had been entered into 
between the free silver and the Republican 
Senators to the effect that each side should 
keep its hands off the monetary question 
pending the consideration of the tariff bill. 

It was agreed on the one side that no free 
coinage amendments should be offered, and 
on thé other that no provision shou!d be put 
in the tariff bill calculated to stir up the 
“silver snakes,” and that nothing should 
be done which would provoke a financial 
controversy. | 

The President was no party to this agree- 
ment, and Senators can make no arrange- 
ment which is binding on him.: The consti- 
tution makes it his duty to recommend to 
the consideration of Congress such mess- 
ures as he shall judge necessary and ex- 
pedient.” He cannot be bottled up by Sen- 
atorial compacts. 

Nevertheless, when the President was 
told with great unanimity that the free 
silver Senators would look on his proposed 
currency commission message as a violation 
of the temporary truce, and might tack a free 
coinage amendment on the tariff bill when 
it came back from conference, and thus 
delay its passage indefinitely, he yielded, 
but with reluctance. The free silverites 
have a majority in the Senate as yet. 

But even if the President does send in 
his message it can hardly serve any other

THE TARIFF BILL IN CONFERENCE. 

The members of the Conference commit- 
tee have set to work on the 900 Senate 
amendments to the tariff bid. But of these 
amendments the majority are so trivial that 
they can be disposed of without any dif- 
ficulty. The Senate will agree to waive 
some of then. The House will agree to con- 
cur in the others. : 

The most animated contest will be over 
the wool schedule. The Senate has reduced 
by a cent à pound the duties on first and 
second class wools, and raised considerably 
those on third-class wool. This increase 
was made to placate the Senators who repre- 
sent the ranchmen. | 

But the decrease on the better wools is 
unsatisfactory to the Ohio wool-raisers. So 
they will contend—General Grosvenor, 
their representative on the Conference com- 
mittee, wiil contend for them that they 
must have the higher duties of the House 
bill. They will probably get them, and the 
ranchmen will be allowed to keep what they 
have. 

The Senate has cut the duty on white, 
pine from $2 to $1 per thousand, and there 
will be a controversy over that item. It 
has lowered the duty on some qualities of 
glass and raised it on others. The duties 
on citrus fruits have been increased. 

The Senate duty on hides is a little higher 
than that fixed by the House, as the Sen- 
ators from the stock raising States want 
the highest duty possible, and they will 
get it. Since the Rocky Mountain Senators 
want the higher duty on lead ore of the 
Senate bill that amendment is likely to be 
accepted by the House. 

It is not unlikely that where the Senate 
has lowered duties a little, as in the chem- 
ical and some other schedules, the House 
will insist on its own duties. Where the 
Senate has raised duties the House will re- 
cede and let the Senate have its way. 

The sugar schedule may be an exception. 
The Senate has raised the duty on raw 
sugar a little and that on refined sugar con- 
siderably, thus giving the sugar trust still 
more protection. This ought to strike the 
House unfavorably, and it may refuse to 
concur in the amendment. 

There are three purely revenue amend- 
ments to be considered. One of them taxes 
stock and bond issues and stock transfers. 
Another maxes the tax on beer a full dollar 

barrel by repealing the provision which 
authorizes a rebate of 7% per cent. Since 
beer ought to pay much more than a dollar 
a barrel there should be no opposition to 
this amendment, which will be worth 
about three millions yearly to the Treas- 
ury. The third amendment increases the 
tax on eigarets so as to bring in about two 
millions additional. 


THE STATUS OF BIMETALLISM. 
There is little doubt but that the majority of 
the people of the United States favor some more 
extensive use of silver as a money metal. The 
Republicans at their last national convention ap- 


national agreement, and the Democrats, Populists, 
and silver Republicans indorsed independent free 
coinage at 16 to T without the aid or consent of 
any other nation.’’—Chicago News. 

The two great parties are wide apart in 
their views ‘and methods of securing a 
“more extensive use of silver as a money 
metal.“ The Bryanite Democrats want a 
free coinage system to be adopted which 
would knock 54 cents off the purchasing 
power of any silver dollar now in the 
United States. They would favor the 
„ more extensive use of the existing silver 
money, amounting to nearly 600 millions in 
gold for business purposes, by reducing that 
money to its value as bullion, which would 
leave it worth less than 300 millious. 

Would that be increasing its use? Would 
killing half its value as a money metal be 
increasing its use? Bryan says yes; or at 
least has not said no. White, Democratic 
candidate for Governor of Iowa, declares 
himself very decidedly in favor of slumping 
down the current silver dollar to its bullion 
value of 46 cents by the process of free 
coinage, as that would enable some persons 
in debt to obtain it twice as easily as now, 
and then tender it to their creditors in full 
payment of obligations based on the value 
of gold dollars. That is in strict accord- 
ance with Bryan’s idea of honesty and with 
that of his followers and supporters, He 
and they call such rascality by the funny 
name of “ bimetallism,” whereas the Re- 
publican idea of bimetallism is that the 
ratio of silver to gold shall be increased to 
that point where the bullion in a silver 
dollar will sell in the market or buy as 
much goods or labor as the bullion in a gold 
dollar. That is the McKinley idea, and he 
was elected upon it over Bryan and his 
dishonest idea by not far from a million 
majority. 0 

The News has a large circulation among 
the class of people who were baimboozled 
into voting for Bryan and bad money and 
against their own interests.

PERU AND THE GOLD STANDARD. 

A dispatch states that the President of 
Peru has anvines a plan for the adoption of 
the gold standard by that country which 
will be laid before Congress when it meets 
next month. Not long ago silver coinage 
was suspended in Peru, with the expecta- 
tion that the steady fall in the value of 
silver bullion would not have as much effect 
on the value of Peruvian money when the 
volume was not allowed to increase as when 
there was no limit to its inerease. Evident- 
ly the President of Peru has decided that 
that is an insufficient reform. 

The only South American countries which 
have the silver standard now are Bolivia, 
Colombia, Ecuador, and Peru. The latter, 
it seems, is going to adopt the gold standard. 
For what a President recommends in coun- 


gresses are usually in the habit of concur- 
ring in. 
Although Bolivia produces a great deal ot 
gilver and no gold, while Peru produces 
both, the authorities of the former country 
are making up their minds to change to the 
gold standard so as to get rid of the curse 
of an unstable currency. The Guayaquil 
merchants have petitioned the Ecuador gov- 
ernment to adopt the gold standard for that 
reason, and it has the question under con- 
sideration, 
And yet at a time when small, poor, un- 
commercial, and only partially civilized 
states like those mentioned above are pre- 
paring to shift from the silver to the gold 
standard, because they cannot help seeing 


in this couatry—calling themselves states- 
men—who insist that this country shall 
show itself less intelligent than Peru, less 
progressive than Bolivia. | | 
These South American states propose to 
adopt the gold standard so as to get rid of a 
fluctuating currency. Americans like Bryan, 


) Altgeld, John R. McLean, etc., call for the 
abandonment of the gold ‘standard and the 


introduction of a fluctuating currency for 
the purpose of cheating tens of millions of 
people out of hundreds of millions of dollars. 

It will have to be admitted that there are 
more intelligence and honesty in South 
America than there are in the Democratic 
party as at present constituted. 


BAYARD’S SENSIBLE SPEECH. 

Thomas F. Bayard, ex-Minister to Eng- 
land, was the speaker of the day at the 
Fourth of July celebration held in Phila- 
delphia. In the course of his remarks he 
stated that— 

Capital is one form of property and is sensitive 
and shrinks and withers when its confidence is 
weakened. Buch apprehensions everywhere, 
vague and undefined, chill the energies of men and 
check their enterprise, and labor waits for capital 
to regain its courage and smooth away the ob- 
jections and danger which impede employment 
and to bring the energies of individuals into co- 
operative action. 

Mr. Bayard’s hearers knew what he had 
in mind when he spoke of the sensitiveness 
of capital. He was thinking of the feel- 
ing of alarm which comes over the holder of 
capital when he sees that there is danger 
in case he loans any of it of having to re- 
ceive in repayment half the amount of the 
capital loaned, 

Such a feeling of alarm is natural and 
justifiable at a time when one of the great 
political parties is calling on Congress to 
enact a retroactive law to compel the men 
who have invested capital on credit to re- 
ceive in full payment free silver dollars 
worth 46 cents or less, while the dollars 
loaned were worth 100 cents. | 

The fear of this retroactive legislation 
clamored for by reckless charlatans like 
Bryan has “ chilled the energies of men” 


Land has lessened painfully the ability of the 


country to produce and its capacity to con- 
sume. No country can prosper while cap- 
ital is insecure, whether that insecurity is 
due to repudiatory legislation or to some 
other cause. | 

Mr. Bayard also had in mind the condition 
of affairs in the United States when he de- 
elarèd that 

Is it not the uncertainty in men's minds as to 
what may be done with the currency of the coun- 
try, Which is the very basis of commercial and 
industrial life and funs through every artery of 
the body politic? A derangement of the currency 
of the country is like unto a poisoning of the life 
blood of a man, and no greater danger can await 
us. A disordered currency will confuse and de- 
moralize every transaction in life, great and 
small, from the payment of the daily wages of 
labor to the financial arrangements to carry out 
the vastest enterprises. 

Bryan and his allies have been laboring 
industriously for years to debase the cur- 
rency of this country. They wisb to slump 
down the curréncy in a day from 100 cents 
to 46 cents and to commit the United States 
to a dollar worth only 46 cents to begin 
with and getting less valuable week by 
week, | 

The uncertainty as to the future of 
the currency, growing out of this persistent 
attempt to debase it, coupled with the de- 
mand that that debasement apply to all 
existing contracts, has demoralized busi- 
ness transactions in the United States for 
four years. Men have been afraid to lend, 
not knowing but they might be paid in a 
depreciated currency.

| BEST THINGS FROM THE EXCHANGES. 


Europe’s Supply of Wheat Is Short. 


and She Must Draw on the 
United States. 


The condition of the wheat market during 
the last week has been the talk of the ex- 
cha , says the New York Sun. Not only 
has it attracted the attention of speculators, 
but it has caught the attention of all New 
York business-men. They seem to see in 
the firm tone of the market, the steady ad- 
vance in price, and the heavy sales recorded 
for the continental and English accounts, a 
sure indication of a general business revival. 
The men of business reason that when the 
foreign wheat supply is low, the granaries 
of the United States must be called upon to 
make up the world’s deficiency. When there 
is a demand for wheat the farmer is pros- 
perous, and when the farmer is prosperous, 
so the business-men reason, there is pros- 
perity in the country. 

The same condition of the market that 
has obtained during the week prevailed yes- 
terday. The day’s business was marked, 
however, by sales for the foreign accounts, 
for delivery in August and September, 
larger than at any time since 1801. In New 
York alone sales of ninety-two shiploads, 
or about 740,000 bushels, were reported. 
The heaviest sales, however, were reported 
from ports along the Atlantic coast other 
than New York. In the last three days it 
is reported. that over 1,000,000 bushels ef 
wheat have been purchased for future ship* 
ment to forelgn ports. These sales have 
been mostly of the new winter wheats of 
Kansas and the softer varieties from the 
Bouthwest. 

The reason for these heavy sales is that 
the world's visible supply of wheat was 
never so low as it is at present. It is es- 
timated that the total visible supply at 
33 for the whole world is not above 

,000,000 bushels. Besides this, this year's 
crops in Austria-Hungary, France, Turkey, 
Russia, Italy, Roumania, and England will 
be light. It is now estimated that the crops 
along the Danube will not be more than one- 
half what they were last year. 

When the present estimated visible supply 
of wheat (75,000,000 bushels) is compared 
with the visible supply in 1891 (92,800,000), 
some notion may be obtained of the de- 
mands upon our granaries from abroad. In 
addition to this, reports from Argentina 
show that the wheat crop there will be 
——— on account of the appearance of lo- 
custs. 

While discouraging reports about the 
wheat crop come to us from other countries, 
the reports from the wheat growing regions 
of the United States are most encouraging. 
It is now estimated that the crop, winter 
and spring wheat, in the United States this 


‘year will exceed 650,000,000 bushels. When 


it is remembered that, from the present 
outlook, France alone will need that much 
wheat to supply its demand, the wheat farm- 
er has reason to be glad that he is alive. 
From all over the West and Southwest come 
most favorable reports of this year’s crop. 


Colonel Sellers’ Great Reform—There 
Is Millions in It. 

New York Sun: Heat does not daunt 
Colonel Sellers. Colonel E. H. Sellers of 
Detroit. He thinks better in blazing weath- 
er, and it stimulates his faculty of organiza- 
tion. Colonel Sellers has viewed the landscape 
o’er and come to the conclusion that a new 
political party is not merely a crying, but a 
yelling, need. So he has called a convention 
to meet at St. Louis next month and produce 
the new party, and he has prepared a list of 
his sentiments and is scattering them 
through the country, greatly to the profit of 
the fortunate people who receive them and 
of the Postoffice department. Colonel 
Sellers says that the corporations have ab- 
sorbed and spoiled popular government, and 
that there must be a new party “ embracing 
a national, individual, American, republican 
form of government with a form of its own, 
and divested 6f all the primitive barbarous 
conditions of the world that have conspired 
in the past to enslave the conscience and 
political life of mankind.’’ There is a pleas- 
ing indefiniteness in this platform, but it 
seems to mean “ Down with corporations 
and down with barbarism!’’ It is the bar- 
ans who are shouting for the suppres- 
sion of corporations. Still, autonomy of 
its own "’ ought to be attractive to all tastes, 
and is uncommonly good. 


Governor to Redeem His 
Pledges. 
New York Post: Indiana is having a novel 
experience with an executive who tries to 
put into practice the promises of honest ad- 
ministration which he made as candidate, 
While the Legislature was in session Gov- 
ernor Mount was constantly thwarting 
schemes for making new offices and in- 
creasing old salaries. Since its adjourn- 
ment he has been overhauling the manege- 
ment of various State institutions, and ex- 
ing whatever fraudulent practices he 
— For one thing, he found that 
Judges who received salaries for holding 
court in their own counties are in the habit of 
charging $5 a day extra for going into 
another county to try a case, and charging 
another $5 for coming back into their home 
counties, even although the whole business 
be transacted in a day. Last winter con- 
victs in a State prison had to go without 
socks because the appropriation for their 
support was not large enough, and yet the 
wardens were feeding and clothing their 
families luxuriously, and in one case bulld- 
ing a new residence. The politicians are 
utterly disgusted with the way Governor 
Mount is going on, but the tone of the coun- 
try press indicates that he has the support 
of the people.

Senator Elkins’ attention, like that of 
many other capitalists, has been attracted 
to rubber in the last year or so by the im- 
mense advance in the demand for that prod- 
uct and the good pfice it constantly com- 
mands. The field it offers for profitable in- 
vestment became apparent on slight investi- 
gation. The ordinary method would be sim- 
ple and easy—that is, to arrange for its pur- 
chase on a large scale from the local houses 
at South American ports, which get it from 
the interior. There is plenty of competition 
and only a small profit, comparatively, in 
that way of engaging in the rubber import- 
ing business. The Elkins scheme is much 
more thorough, and insures all the profit in 
sight to its operators. 

The rubber tree grows in the tropical for- 
ests of all South and Central American coun- 


tries; the swampy lands along the banks of 


rivers are best suited to its growth and cun- 
duce most largely to the liberal production 
of the milky sap which, when dried, be- 
comes the crude rubber of commerce. This 
fap is collected in much the same way as 
the sap of the maple in New England. It is 
all very primitive.

on his back.

All this seems a fair and reasonable busi- 
ness proposition witich any one with the 
necessary capital might engage in, but one 
who has that idea overlooks the character 
of the South American republic of com- 
merce.

|NO LONGER NEED RAIN. 


WESTERN FARMERS EVOLVE A NEW 


OF CUI/TURB. 


Agriculture in the Semi-Arid Portions 


ot the West May Be Revolutionized 
by a Method of Cultivation by 
Which Irrigation May Be Dispensed 
With—Natural Moisture in the 
Ground Conserved by Subsurface 
Packing—Prevents Evaporation. 


Abilene, Kas., July 4—[St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.]—One of the most important 
movements in the direction of the improve- 
ment of the farming conditions in the West 
is going on along the northern line of this 
State and in the southern part of Nebraska. 
It is based on the Campbell system of agri- 
culture, which includes no hint of irrigation, 
yet which the promoters are sure will prove 
the salvation of the semi-arid region. - Espe- 
clally where the supply of artificial water is 
limited, it is believed that there is far better 


, work to be done than by irrigation. ~ 


H. W. Campbell of Sioux City, Ia., the 
originator of the system, is personally look- 
ing after the promotion of the plans, and 
with his son is trying to overcome the preju- 
dices of the farmers who think there is no 
way like the old one. To convince them 


there have been started twelve model farms 


along the Burlington system, and are con- 
ducted for the purpose of demon ting to 
the farmer that good crops may be pro- 
duced by the right kind of work when with- 


out this scientific tillage they would get 


nothing. Each of these farms is under the 
management of an experienced farmer, who 
works along the lies lad down as if he were 
the manager of a loom and working to a 
pattern. They are under contract to con- 
tinue the plan for at least three years con- 
secutively. This is for the purpose of hav- 


ing the farmers see that there is nothing 
‘mysterious or dependent on luck in the 


process. It is claimed that the second crop 
is better than the first, and the third is the 
best of all. The fact is being proved this 
year in North Dakota, where there are 


‘farms that have been worked along this line 


by the orders of the Northern Pacific for 
three years, and the results were all that 
were claimed for it. There are also two or 
three in Nebraska that have made the same 
kind of reports, and they have given the 
farmers of their.vfeinities an impetus to- 
ward better work in the caring for their 
farms. F 

The largest of the Kansas dozen is at Bird 
City, and it Is very carefully managed. It 
has been so successful this year that there 
are many who think that if the Kansas 
Legislature had given half the money that 
it spent on the irrigation experiments to 
this development of the better use of the 
talents that they have in this section of the 
State, there would be more to show for 
it. The immigrants that came to the State 
and then left might then all be thére to 
swell the census reports as of old. | 

Although it seems incredible, the promoter 
thinks the time is not far distant when all 
this Western semi-arid region will be 
brought under the beneficent influence of 
the new system, and that the population 
which went out will all come back, forget- 


ting their disappointments of the drought 


years. It is claimed that the mere fact that 
the western part of the State gets less rain 
than the lands of Illinois and Iowa is a bene- 
fit rather than a hindrance, and that there 
is no reason why there should not be the 
Same crops or better raised here than are 
found in the rich bottom lands of the coun- 
try further east. Irrigation is wiped out of 
the problem, and it is claimed that there 
can be produced better results than under 
that system when once the farmers get a 
full understanding of the plans and carry 
them out. 

The process consists, first, of a thorough 
pulverizing of the top of the land for a 
depth of three or four inches, with a disk 
harrow; then to plow the land to a depth 
of eight inches, using this fine soil for the 
bottom of the furrows. After this comes 
the surface packer,” a tool that resembles 
the rear portion of a Havana press drill 
except that the wheels are wedge shaped 


instead of being flat. This tool packs that 


lower substratum firmly together, leaving 
the surface loose for three inches from the 
top. It places the ground in model condi- 
tion, but is a matter of a good deal of work 
for the first two years, as there are many 
difficulties in the way of the first loosening 
of the soil. 

This work is done immediately after the 
plow, and is followed by a fine smoothing 
rake, which will make the land look like a 
garden. It should be done in the fall if pos- 


pible, for then the land is in better condi- 


tion than at any other time for thorough 
pulverizing. It is better to do it as soon 
after the taking off of the previous crop as 
can be done, in order to get the best results. 
In most of these model farms the work has 
been done in the spring, for the reason that 
the question of establishing them was not 
settled until after the beginning of the cold 
weather, and so there was not time to ac- 
complish all that was expected. In case of 
fall preparations, the first work is, in the 
spring, to harrow thb top and loosen the 
surface two inches deep to prevent evapora- 


tion, and so provide for the moisture that 
will be needed when the heat of the summer 


comes, and even in the dry weather of the 


late spring. This loosning of the soil holds 


the moisture, but it is a method that has 
not been used to the benefit that could have 
been found if the farmers had understood 
the scientific principles that are being ap- 
plied to the model farms of the new system. 
It is too early to seed, however, when the 
spring harrowing is done, and the soil must 
be smoothed and got into nne condition 
when there is time, and at last as the sea- 
son advances there will come the seeding. 
This is due when there is a prospect for 
quick germination and growth. The corn is 
planted with a check rower and on small 
grains, as wheat, oats, etc., the rows are 
drilled twenty inches apart. Only about 
one-quarter of the seed usually sown is 
used, so that there may be a better chance 
for the soil to nourish the seed. 

Then, as the most remarkable change 
from the usual manner, the crops are all 
handled alike and receive the same cultiva- 
tion. The wheat and oats are cultivated at 


least once a week, and to the depth of two 


inches. This shallow cultivation forms a 
soll mulch of loose dirt, and must be kept 


dry and loose through the growing season. 


The cultivation and care of the soll bed 
with the firming of the latter forms a gath- 
ering of moisture around the roots of the 
plants, and prevents the loss of the same in 
dry weather. There is kept near the roots 
this moisture throughout the season, and 
the farmer finds that there is at the end 
a good yield, and better than that, a good 
quality, that is sure to bring him a high 
price for all the articles from the fields. 

So successful has the system proved where 
tried that several railways generously have 
offered to try it on the model farms, as a 
the Burlington lines in their Western ex- 
tension. The problem of disposing of the 
semi-arid lands is making the roads feel 
their interest is at stake. They are all try- 


ing to give the people along their lands the 


benefit of all the knowledge that is obtain- 
able for the securing of a better agriculture. 
The Rock Island is backing the creamery 
men, and is showing the farmers how to 


utilize the cow as an adjunct, and with the 


added income there is being felt a better 
sentiment in the prairie counties, The out- 
jook for this year’s crops is so good in the 
sections where the model farms are located, 
and the farms so far In advance of the re- 
mainder of the country around, that there 
will be given a decided impetus to the new 
plans. It requires, of course, more care than 
the farmer of the West has been giving to 
his crops. He has for the most part been 
trying to cultivate more than he could do 


justice to, and the end has been that he has 


not reaped the profit that he expected. With 
the new model farms there is a strict limit 
to the amount that the farmer is to try, and 
then he is urged to make out of the lands 
that he cultivates a steady crop 

rather than to endeavor to get rich from 4 
single speculation, and thus is the - 
eulture made better and more certain. 0 
farmers of the State are watching the ex- 
periments and if they find that the promises 


are carried out they will go into the new 


system largely next season.

Early History of The Tribune.“ 

Chicago, July 9.—{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
I have read with interest the letter of Mrs. 
Mary D. Wiedinger, published in Tx» TRI 
UNE, ing the connection of her father 
(Mr. J. Tilden Moulton) with Tur Trinunp 
in 1852. Regarding the early history of Tun 
TRIBUNB, as given in the jubilee edition of 
June 10 last, it is but just that I should say 
the facts therein stated were gathered from 
various sources—all of a documentary char- 
acter, and many of them apart from Tun 
TRIBUND itself, of which no files of that 
period are now known to be m existence. In 
the numerous published sketches of the pa- 
per consulted I found various errors and dis- 
crepancies of statement, requiring much in- 
vestigation to get at the actual facts. In 
none of them, however, do I remember to 
have seen the name of Mr. Moulton men- 
tioned as one of the early proprietors of the 
paper. According to Mrs. Wiedinger’s state- 
ment—the accuracy of which I do not ques- 
tion—the connection of her father (Mr. 
Moulton) with Tae TRIBUNE began not ear- 
lier than July, 1852, and it appears to have 
_ ceased as early as January following (1853), 
as she speaks of Mr. Henry Fowler—who, 
she says, purchased her father’s interest—as 
being connected with the paper at the later 
date, and committing an assault upon Will- 


How much earier than this Mr. Fowler 
came into the concern does not appear from 
Mrs. W.'s statement, though it may have 
been some time, to admit of the development 
of Fowler’s hostility to Wilson, which ap- 
pears to have resulted in the retirement of 
the latter from the editorship and part pro- 
prietorship in the latter part of March in 
the same year. 

It would seem, therefore, that Mr. Moul- 
ton’s connection with the paper must have 
been of very brief duration—not over six 
months at most—which probably accounts 
for the failure of the authors of sketches 
of the paper for that period (among whom 
is to be included the late Governor Bross) to 
make mention of his (Mr. M.’s) name. And 
yet, it is but just to the truth of history,“ 
as well as to the memory of Mr. Moulton 
and the feelings of his family, that notice 
should have been taken of this chapter in 
the history of the paper. , 

My personal acquaintance with Tu T'Rrs- 
UN® office and the men connected with its 
management began about June 1, 1858. At 
that time Thomas A. Stewart was the editor, 
so remaining until the accession of Messrs. 

Ray and Medill, two ‘years later. While I 
have been personally familiar with the his- 
tory of the paper during most of the subse- 
quent period, I was obliged (as I have al- 
ready intimated) to draw upon the recollec- 
tions of others for its earlier history. 

Referring to Mrs. Wiedinger's explana- 
tory statement attached to her letter, I 
will add that I was editor of the Morgan 
(now Jacksonville) Journal from 1852 to 
1858, inclusive—including the period of which 
she speaks—and at an earlier date a student 
in Illinois College: I do not now recal! her 
brother, J. Tilden Moulton Jr., though I 
probably knew him at that time, but was 
well acquainted with his uncle, Professor 
(Dr. Samuel) Adams, one of the noblest and 
purest of the many able men who have been 
connected with that time-honored institu- 
tion. Mr. J. T. Moulton Jr., I find by refer- 
ence to a college catalogue, belonged to the 
class of 1856, whereas my class was that of 
1853. Paul. SELBY.

DENOUNCE THE FRENCH CATHOLICS. 


Half the Congregation Left While Fa- 
ther Therien Was Preaching—Tries 
to Revive Manitoba lIasue. 


Ottawa, Ont., July 09.—Father Therien of 
the City of Hull, opposite Ottawa, has 
preached an inflammatory sermon, endeavor- 
ing to resuscitate the virtually dead Manitoba 
school issue. He was preaching to the St. 
Jean Baptist society, and said he was very 
sorry not to have some words of congratula- 
tion to address to French Canadians this 
year. This fact was due, he said, to the 
federal and Quebec provincial elections, 
which show that the French Canadians havé 
not followed the requests made by their 
bishops. He declared that the French 
Canadians had fallen in the esteem of the 
clergy, and the French people were guilty, 
and they would be punished for what they 


had done. Faith, he cried, was disappearing, 


and the future very uncertain. 

Father Therien then made a few remarks 
on the Bonaventüre election.

SOME BLEACHES FOR THE FACE. 


Recipe That Dates Away Back to the 
Days of Our Ancestors and Has 
Recommendations. 


A seasonable face bleach after a day on 
the water is made from a recipe of our an- 
cestors. Mash a pint of fresh ripe straw- 
berries and cover the face, neck, arms, and 
hands well with the fruit, letting it dry on 
the skin. After a couple of hours wash it off 
with warm, pure rain water, in which bran 
has been soaked. The juice of the berries ig 
whitening and the bran water is healing. 

After a long drive or railway journey the 
skin of the face has a tight strained feel. 
ing which may be relieved by steaming. 
This will also remove all that griminess 
occasioned by the coal dust, soot, and smoke 
which seems to be fairly driven into the 
skin. If such treatment is too expensive to 
be hired done one can do it at home with 
very little trouble. This should not be done 
except at night, just before retiring. Let a 
kettle of water come to the boil, and while 
it is boiling fast steam the face for about 
five minutes, holding it over the steam, but 
not too near, or it will burn. Keep the 
Bteam in by throwing a towel over the head, 
letting it fall all around the kettle. The face 
should have been washed with rain water 
and a pure soap which does not irritate the 
skin before steaming, and after the steam- 
ing rub a cold cream well into the pores, 
with upward ‘strokes, to avoid developing 
incipient wrinkles. In the morning the skin 
will be perfectly soft and smooth and clear. 


PERFUNED FLANNELS. 

Perfumed flannels in dainty colors come 
now for laying in the bottoms of drawers, 
and are particularly nice in drawers where 
beiding and table linens are kept.

HYGIENE FOR SUMMER. 


WHAT TO EAT, DRINK, AND WEAR IN 
HOT WEATHER. 


It Is a Fallacy, Says the Writer, to Put 
All of One’s Faith in Fruit as the 
Chief Article of Food for Meals 
Early in the Day—A Recipe Caleu- 
Jated to Reduce the Flesh and in the 
Course of Time to Sprout a Goodly 
Pair of Wings. | 


According to the advice of a famous pro- 
fessor on hygiene, one would never need 
nerve medicine if he would eat fruit for 
breakfast and fruit for luncheon. Avoi 
pastry, muffins, crumpets, and butter 
toast, tea, and coffee, and eat potatoes not 
more than once a day. Eat whole wheat 
bread. Walk four miles a day. Take a bath 
every day. Wash the face every night in 
warm water, and sleep eight hours.“ All 
this is well, but it cannot be all the direc- 
tions necessary to attain the object desired. 
If one eats only fruit for the first two meals 
of the day, and is allowed only whole wheat 
bread and potatoes, the latter in small quan- 
tity, for the third, in a short time he would

used for fastening the skirt bands together, 
fastening waists down to the skirt bands, 
closing the placket holes, fastening the 
flaps of pockets down to the jacket with in- 
visible top to button which is on the inside 
lining of the flap, somewhat like the pocket- 
book clasps. They have already teen made 
with handsome pearl tops, some of them 
jeweled, for gloves and pocketbooks, and 
there is no reason why all kinds of beautiful 
dress buttons might not be made on the 
same basis. Why would it not be an excel- 
lent thing to fasten all the underwear to 
yokes by the use of these buttons? They are 
flat, hence do not bulge, and being a sure 
and safe kind of clasp, would afford much 
comfort to every one. Bicycle suits are al- 
ready made and provided with these fasten- 
ings in all parts of the garments. Instead 
of using the buttons manufactured of the 
same goods as the cloth of these suits In the 
usual forms they may be made with the 
clasp form in two parts, and there will then 
be no buttonholes to make. A little machine 
can be used similar to the hand machines or 
tools for punching holes and putting in eye- 
lets, which will put in these under snap 
springs, on the under side of all openings, 
and not only make and cover the button 
forms with the goods, but fasten the button 
top on the garment itself. This will avoid 
the necessity of sewing on buttons. Some 
one no doubt has such an instrument in the 
large manufactories which put ready-made 
garments on the market, and this hint is 
given free. One ought to make a fortune 
out of such work. Buttons put on this way 
cannot come off. It would save stitches, as 
well as time. A garment could be made 
ready for wearing, and the fastenings put 
on the last thing by the person owning the 
machine. It would pay dressmakers to 
have such an article. 


There is a popular fad just at present for 
knitted trimming for ladies’ underwear. 
These trimmings are done on fine steel knit- 
ting needles with number forty white cotton 
thread. They are very handsome, many pat- 
terns being quite intricate, and as for wear, 
they will outwear ten sets of ordinary thread 
lace which can be bought over the counter. 
People who enjoy knitting this trimming 
can make quite a neat amount of money in 
the course of several months by spending 
their spare moments at it and selling to pri- 
vate parties or making it toorder. For fine 
work one can ask their own price and get it. 
It is fascinating work, so it is said, and if 
one member of a family starts a piece of 
work all of the rest immediately follow suit 
and the evenings become mum sociables.’’ 
If any one ventures to make a remark he 18 
immediately squelched.

In fact, one mistake in each 
scallop may result in having not only ac- 
complished nothing in a whole evening, but 
being obliged to rip out what has been done 
the evening before in order to find one’s 
place and begin right again. Of course, this 
is only during the process of memorizing a 
new pattern, but in his lonesomeness and 
distress it seemed as if each one of the four 
ladies was working a pattern something like 
this: Put on two, purl three, narrow six, 
drop twelve.” Or, perhaps, an agonized cry 
would announce that one entire needle full 
of stitches had slipped out of them and 
fallen to the floor, as these needles have a 
habit of doing. .

Raw Tomatoes Said to Clear the 


Skin—How to Make Cucumber 
Cream. 


To make cucumber cream, which not only 
clears and cleanses the complexion, but is 
also very healing, proceed as follows: Re- 
move the soft part from two or three cu- 
cumbers, warm sufficiently to make it 
squeeze through the colander, then squeeze 
through a hair seive; to half a teacupful of 
this add a teaspoonful of glycerine and five 
drops of salicylic acid; both the latter are 
preservatives, and if glycerine does not 
agree with the skin the salicylate alone will 
be sufficient. Add a few drops of any per- 
fume liked, and the ointment is ready for 
use. 

While cucumbers are plentiful it is well to 
have thick slices of the softest, with the 
soap on the washstand, and to use after the 
former, to rub face, hands, and throat, 
rinsing afterward. The clean, soft feeling 
of the skin will answer for its future use. 
While tomatoes are ripe and plentiful they 
are excellent to remove freckles and muddi- 
ness from the skin.
